Mayer of Harvard University—“In- 
sufficient vitamin A intake is one 
of the leading causes of blindness 
in the United States,” 

_Uhe most specific effects of a 
vitamin A deficiency on the eye 
are manifested by photophobia, 
night blindness (or the inability to 
see well in dim light, and a dr: 
ing of the eye due to decreased 
tear production which leads to ul- 
ceration and bacterial invasion, 

Vitamin A is necessary for the 
formation of visual purple (a sub- 
stance in the eye that enables it 
to adjust from bright light to
